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Busy rail 
bridge is 
to close 
for work 

ANOTHER bridge needs 
to be rebuilt to cope with 
the electrification of a rail 
line through Walsall, and a 
warning of traffic misery to 
follow has been issued. 

Network Rail needs to 
carry out work in North 
Street, near to the main 
Walsall College site, starting 
this autumn. The road will 
be closed to traffic during 
the work. The busy route 
is often jammed with cars 
heading towards the col¬ 
lege campus and as a cut- 
through to and from Walsall 
town centre. 

Work is expected to take 
until spring to complete 
and is part of the £30 mil¬ 
lion electrification of the 
Chase Line. Firm details of 
the start date and diversion 
routes are expected in the 
coming months. 

Network Rail spokesman 
Jon Crampton said: “North 
Street bridge will be rebuilt 
to accommodate overhead 
line equipment used to 
power electric trains. A full 
road closure will be needed 
and a diversion will be put 
in place. Pedestrian access 
will be maintained over the 
railway throughout.” 

It comes as similar work 
was carried out on Broad 
Lane, between Bloxwich and 
Essington. 

After electrification trains 
will speed up from 45mph to 
70mph by 2017. 

Jabez Cliff 
assets: £ 60 k 

ASSETS in historic saddle 
makers Jabez Cliff have 
been put up for sale for 
£60,000 after the firm col¬ 
lapsed with the loss of all 
jobs. 

The 200-year-old com¬ 
pany, maker of the world-re¬ 
nowned Barnsby saddles 
used by the Household Cav¬ 
alry and members of the 
Royal Family, called in the 
administrators and made all 
26 of its workers redundant. 

A minimum offer for the 
‘intellectual property’ of the 
firm was set at £60,000, with 
the deadline on Tuesday. 


50,000 IN FREE 
BUS PASS FIGHT 


MORE than 50,000 signatures have 
been collected by campaigners fight¬ 
ing to make sure bus services are 
kept free for all pensioners. 

The national Love the Bus Pass signature pe¬ 
tition is being led by Walsall Pensioners’ Con¬ 
vention whose members fear for the future of 
concessionary bus travel, currently available 


throughout England. 

They hope to raise 
100,000 names for the peti¬ 
tion, which will be handed 
in during a visit to Down¬ 
ing Street on September 
10 with the help of veteran 
Walsall MP David Winnick. 

The campaign has so far 
attracted 50,014 signatures 
on paper and the group aims 
to reach the target by the 
end of next month. 

Campaign co-ordinator 
Richard Worrall said: “The 
petition is the first major 
step for this non-partisan 
campaign, which aims to 
get all major parties con¬ 
testing the general election 
to pledge to retain the Eng¬ 
land bus pass as a universal 
entitlement free at the point 
of use.” 

He added that the cam¬ 
paign supported by the 
National Pensioners’ Con¬ 
vention had attracted huge 
interest round the country. 
“Whilst all major parties 
pledged before the 2010

general election to keep the 
pass, high-ranking coalition 
politicians soon started to 
call for ‘reform’ in 2011,” 
he said. 

Mr Worrall added: “Poli¬ 
ticians of all parties need to 
understand that they attack 
the bus pass at their elec¬ 
toral peril.” 

Mr Worrall appealed for 
even more people to back 
the campaign to keep the 
concessionary pass, which 
was introduced in 2008.

Appeal on 
nursery 
closure is 
defeated 

A NURSERY that was 
closed down by Ofsted after 
a worker failed to tell social 
services about bruises no¬ 
ticed on a child has lost its 
fight to re-open. 

Catherine’s Cross Nurs¬ 
ery, in Darlaston, shut last 
year and was struck off the 
register by the education 
watchdog for a string of 
safeguarding failings. 

The management was 
said to be poor and inef¬ 
fectual, while inadequate 
learning and development 
opportunities were being 
offered to children at the 
Pinfold Street centre 

Operators Darlaston 
Community Association 
took the matter to an appeal 
heard at a First-Tier Tribu¬ 
nal. But the original deci¬ 
sion has been upheld. 

The hearing was told con¬ 
cerns were raised about the 
failure of a worker to report 
to social services bruises she 
had noticed on a child. The 
abused toddler was ulti¬ 
mately taken into care after 
suffering a serious assault 
by a family member. 

Ofsted said the concerns 
were sufficient to justify 
removing the nursery from 
the register. Judge Melanie 
Plimmer told the tribunal 
that, if anything, the con¬ 
cerns raised then were even 
more valid now. No-one 
from the association was 
available for comment. 

Safety boost 
with crossing 

A NEW pedestrian crossing 
has been installed boosting 
safety on a route. The puf¬ 
fin crossing has been put in 
at High Road, Lane Head, 
Walsall, replacing a pelican 
crossing. 

Willenhall councillor Ian 
Shires said: “Have to say 
from a motorists point of 
view it’s far more noticea¬ 
ble. There has been some 
good feedback already. 

“The old pelican crossing 
developed a fault a couple of 
weekends ago which proved 
to be terminal.” 
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Guns amnesty launched by police 


WEST Midlands Police has 
launched a guns amnesty following 
a law change that will see anyone 
found with a firearm risking life be¬ 
hind bars. 

The new legislation, which came 
into effect last Monday increases 
the maximum jail term for illegal 
gun possession from 10 years to life 
- and that includes anyone who is 
storing a weapon for someone else. 


The Home Office amendments 
also clamp down on antique fire¬ 
arms amid fears obsolete weapons 
are being made viable by criminals 
with ballistics know-how. 

Anyone given a prison sentence, 
including suspended sentences, of 
three months or more is now banned 
from possessing this type of gun 
which could previously be held as a 
‘curiosity or ornament’ with a rel¬ 


evant certificate. This means those 
who have them must now make ar¬ 
rangements to dispose of them and, 
to ensure none are dumped or fall 
into the wrong hands, the force will 
allow guns to be handed over at po¬ 
lice stations. 

The amnesty that includes hand¬ 
guns, rifles, BB guns, imitations, 
ammunition or antiques means 
people can do this without risk of 


prosecution until August 2. Gun 
crime has fallen dramatically over 
the last decade - offences fell from 
24,000 nationally in 2003 to 8,135 
in 2013 (according to ONS data) - 
whilst the number of fatal shootings 
in the West Midlands has also de¬ 
creased. If you suspect anyone to be 
involved in illegal firearms call West 
Midlands Police on 101 or Crimes- 
toppers on 0800 555111. 


Dangerous driver jailed 
after high speed chase 


Tributes 
as Tommy 
dies at 80 


A MAN who led police on a high speed car 
chase, driving on the wrong side of the road 
and ramming the officers’ car several times, 
has been jailed for 14 months. 

Paul Mansell, aged 30, was also handed a two-year 
driving ban. Wolverhampton Crown Court heard 
that he was spotted by police driving a Rover at 
speed in Stephenson Aven ue, Walsall on May 23. 

1 The officers saw him at 
just before lam. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prose¬ 
cuting, said after the ve¬ 
hicle left a traffic island it 
was travelling at speeds of 
60mph in a 30mph zone. 
Officers unsuccessfully at¬ 
tempted to stop the car. 

The court heard that 
Mansell, of no fixed abode, 
then travelled around an¬ 
other traffic island the 
wrong way and on the 
wrong side of the road. 

The court heard the car 
had been travelling in the 
region of 50mph and went 
through traffic lights on 
Green Lane when they were 
amber. The car, which then 
proceeded into Croft Street, 
stopped and reversed into 
the police car on several oc¬ 
casions, causing thousands 
of pounds worth of damage. 

Mr Jones said a deci¬ 
sion was eventually taken 
to stop the pursuit, but he 
was tracked down by of¬ 
ficers a short time later and 
arrested. He said a female 
officer, who had been in the 
car, had also suffered neck 
and back pain. 

He said Mansell, who has 
pleaded guilty to dangerous 
driving and damaging prop¬ 
erty, gave no comment when 
interviewed by police. Mr 
Nigel Ford, mitigating, said 
the pursuit had taken place 
over a short distance and 
added: “The real puzzling 
matter is he was fully legal.” 

He was given 14 months 
for dangerous driving, and 
a month jail term running 
concurrently for damaging 
property, and will also be 
disqualified from driving for 
two years.

Mr Mundon, who was 
one of the stars of the Black 
Country Night Out, died 
Monday morning at Mary 
Stevens Hospice in Stour¬ 
bridge, where he was re¬ 
ceiving palliative care. He 
leaves wife of 42 years, Val, 
daughter Caroline and three 
grandchildren, Daniel, nine, 
Lucy, seven, and 18-month- 
old William. 

Mr Mundon’s son in law, 
Aaron Hickman, said: “The 
family have been left deeply 
saddened at his loss but at 
least he is now at peace.”

Emma Farmer 


A HUGELY popular sub-editor who 
worked at the Express & Star for 16 
years has died. 

Emma Farmer, aged 45, most re¬ 
cently worked on the Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Magazine, a sister publication 
to the E&S and was previously the 
newspaper’s features editor. 

She died on July 10 having been 
taken seriously ill suddenly the 
week before while fishing with her 
partner, Stan Talbot, 63, to mark 
her birthday. 

Mr Talbot, of Hospital Road, 
Hammerwich, said: “She opened 


her presents and we went up to 
Chorley Springs where we went 
fishing. She had just caught the big¬ 
gest carp either of us had ever seen. 
She’d sometimes say ‘come and help 
me with this’ if it was a big one but 
this time she said she wasn’t feeling 
well. Then she collapsed and that 
was that.” 

Miss Farmer had suffered a sub¬ 
arachnoid haemorrhage - a type of 
stroke caused by bleeding on the 
surface of the brain. 

She underwent emergency sur¬ 
gery but nothing more could be 


done to save her. Mr Talbot, a 
builder, paid tribute to his partner 
of two years. He said: “Emma loved 
life and she loved people. She would 
always try to help her colleagues. 
She loved them as well; they were 
her friends.” 

Miss Farmer had been a keen ath¬ 
lete in her youth, competing in hur¬ 
dling. She grew up in East Riding 
in Yorkshire, one of two daughters 
born to parents Colin and Pat. She 
joined the Express & Star in 1998, 
having previously worked for the 
Press Association. 


Express & Star editor Keith Har¬ 
rison said: “Emma was a hugely 
popular and talented member of the 
team and will be sadly missed.” 

Columnist Peter Rhodes, who 
worked with Emma for more than a 
decade, said: “She had an amazing 
eye for detail and was utterly dedi¬ 
cated to the job in hand. 

“She had a wonderfully dry north 
country sense of humour.” 

The funeral will be at Streetly 
Crematorium, tomorrow (Friday), 
at 11.15am followed by a wake at 
Redmore Inn in Cannock Wood.

Crime chief by-election bill is £3.7m 


TAXPAYERS will foot a £3.7 million 
bill for holding a by-election to re¬ 
place the West Midlands Police and 
Crime Commissioner who died last 
month. 

The election on August 21 was 
called following the sudden death of 
commissioner Bob Jones at the age 
of 59. The cost has been condemned 
by shadow policing minister Jack 
Dromey who said the money could 


have put 158 police officers on the 
beat. Police and crime commission¬ 
ers were created in 2012 to replace 
police authorities, which were made 
up of councillors and lay members. 

Mr Jones, who represented La¬ 
bour, was elected with a turnout of 
just 12 per cent. Across the country 
the average turnout was just 15 per 
cent and politicians fear a worse 
turnout for a by-election in the sum¬ 


mer holidays. Legislation to create 
the role has been heavily criticised 
after it emerged following Mr Jones’ 
death that authorities must hold a 
by-election within 35 working days 
of it being called by two members of 
the public. 

Mr Dromey said the election was 
called by two people ‘associated 
with UKIP’ within three days of 
Mr Jones’ passing away. He said: 


“Theresa May’s flawed legislation 
to impose Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioners allowed two individuals 
associated with UKIP to trigger a 
by-election within days following 
(Bob Jones’) death and before he 
was buried.” 

“Last week, the Government esti¬ 
mated the costs to be £300,000. The 
new Police Minister admitted the 
costs have soared to £3.7m.” 


Rewards for reports 
of fly-tipping unpaid 


NOT a single reward has been paid to people 
reporting fly-tippers under a scheme which 
launched earlier this year to clean up the im¬ 
age of Walsall. 

The council unveiled plans at the start of this year 
to offer £100 for members of the public who provide 
information leading to a prosecution, but local au¬ 
thority chiefs say rewards are yet to be handed out 
due to the lengthy legal process of bringing a case 


to court. 

Walsall’s environment 
chief Councillor Chris Towe 
said there were six prosecu¬ 
tions involving fly-tipping 
which the council would be 
bringing to court in the up¬ 
coming months which could 
lead to rewards being paid. 

He said the trial incen¬ 
tive scheme that launched 
in January had also been 
extended in a bid to tackle 
fly-tipping, which has cost 
the council more than 
£345,000 in two years. 

Councillor Towe said: 
“Since we launched our in¬ 
itiative to offer a £100 cash 
reward to report incidents 
of fly-tipping, to date none 
have been given out. That’s 
not to say we haven’t re¬ 
ceived any calls and tip-offs 
from the public on a regular 
basis. 

“Fly-tipping blights the 
borough. Last year there 
were 3,389 incidents of 
fly-tipping in Walsall, equat¬ 
ing to 1,695 tons of waste. 
The total cost of dealing 
with this was £206,311, 
money that is better spent 
on services for our residents.

We urge people to continue 
report any incidents and 
assist us to identify the per¬ 
petrators and bring them to 
justice. Earlier this month a 
fly-tipper had to pay more 
than £1,400 after being 
caught fly-tipping.” 

The council has received 
hundreds of calls to report 
fly-tipping since January, 
including 373 cases on pri¬ 
vate land. On top of that, 
the council’s clean and 
green services department 
has also received reports of 
fly-tipping on council land. 

Councillor Towe added: 
“The £100 reward is for 
people who are happy to 
take it through to a prose¬ 
cution, which means mak¬ 
ing a statement or actually 
going to court. These cases 
take time to get to court but 
we have six cases which will 
go to court in the next few 
weeks and months.”

“We believe the innova¬ 
tive teaching approach to

A planning application is 
due to be lodged later this 
year.

Police in major crackdown on paedophiles 


TWO suspected paedophiles from Walsall 
are among 650 arrested across the UK as 
part of a major crackdown on sex crimes. 

In total 41 of the alleged paedophiles are 
from the West Midlands. 

The arrests have been welcomed by an 
MP who first raised concerns over wide¬ 
spread historical sex abuse. 

Sandwell MP Tom Watson said the ar¬ 
rests were a sign of ‘progress’ in the coun¬ 
try’s attempt to deal with past abuse cases 
but called for more funding for the investi¬ 


gation. The six-month operation led by the 
National Crime Agency targeted internet 
users who access child abuse images and 
has already led to charges for serious sex¬ 
ual assault. 

West Midlands Police said that two peo¬ 
ple were arrested in Walsall as part of the 
operation. 

Other arrests included eight in Sandwell, 
six in Dudley, two in Wolverhampton, one 
in Solihull, 15 in Birmingham and seven 
in Coventry. Of the 41 arrested across the 


region, 39 are men and two are women. 
Nationally, the suspects include doctors, 
teachers, Scout leaders, care workers and 
former police officers. 

West Midlands Police said the people ar¬ 
rested in the region had been spoken to on 
suspicion of possessing indecent images of 
children. One man has been charged with 
making an indecent image of a child and all 
the others arrested are on police bail while 
inquiries continue. 

Among those arrested are people with 


access to children through their jobs, who 
have had no previous contact with police. 

Detective Superintendent Martin Hur- 
comb from the force’s public protection 
unit, said: “The majority of those arrested 
were not previously known to law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, certainly in a child protec¬ 
tion context; however - they are now, and 
they will stay in our sights. Details of how 
the suspects were tracked down are not 
being revealed as we want paedophiles to 
be uncertain about how we identify them.” 


Three year's jail for pub 
brawl man in deadly punch 


A MAN who killed another with just one 
punch during a pub brawl has been jailed for 
three years. 

Adam Lynn has been put behind bars for killing 
father Jonathan Woodhall during a fight in the beer 
garden of Great Barr pub the Deer’s Leap on Good 
Friday. Drinkers at the Queslett Road bar described 
how Mr Woodhall tried separating his cousin and 


another man. 

They were trading 
punches as Mr Woodhall 
stepped in, but he was 
knocked out by Lynn. 

The 27-year-old victim 
from Tamworth suffered 
a serious brain injury and 
died the following day in 
hospital. 

Detectives viewed CCTV 
footage of the fight and 
identified 24-year-old Lynn, 
of Kingstanding Road, King- 
standing, as responsible for 
delivering the fatal blow. 

He was arrested the fol¬ 
lowing evening from an ad¬ 
dress in Rippingille Road, 
Pheasey. He refused to an¬ 
swer questions during an in¬ 
terview, but at Birmingham 
Crown Court admitted man¬ 
slaughter and was handed a 
sentence of three years in 
prison. 

Mr Woodhall’s family 
have since described him as 
‘happy, loyal and lovable’. 

Investigating officer 
Detective Sergeant Ian 
Wilkins, said: “This is a 
tragic case where a dispute 
between two groups on a 
night out has changed the 
lives of two men forever —

one has died and the other 
has been jailed as a con¬ 
victed killer. 

“Anyone who throws a 
punch must understand 
that momentary loss of 
self-control can have a dev¬ 
astating, long-term impact 
for both themselves and 
their victim. There can be 
no excuses and, like Lynn, 
they must face the conse¬ 
quences.” 

The fight broke out at 
around 7.30pm on Good Fri¬ 
day between two men. 

Minutes later Mr 
Woodhall was found 
slumped across a bench as 
onlookers put him in the 
recovery position and tried 
administering first aid. 

Witnesses said the two 
main aggressors continued 
to fight while the victim lay 
fatally injured. Two other 
men, aged 24 and 27, both 
from Kingstanding, were 
also charged with public 
order offences in relation to 
the disorder and will trial on 
August 15 at Birmingham 
Magistrates Court.

BEING a cook meant Jane Mason didn’t 
fancy going in the kitchen at home - of¬ 
ten opting for eating takeaway meals in 
front of the television. But over the years 
her weight ballooned, and at her heaviest 
she tipped the scales at 22 stone. 

It was watching a programme about 
obesity and realising that with her high 
blood pressure she was living on bor¬ 
rowed time that finally gave her the kick- 
start she needed. Less than two years 
later she has shed half her body weight, 
weighing in at 11 and a half stone. 

Jane, aged 45, said: “I used to watch a 
lot of problems about obesity which got 
me thinking about my own health be¬ 
cause I was the same size as some of these 
people on TV. I was knocking on diabetes 
door and I had high blood pressure so I 
started attending sessions once a week at 


Weight Watchers in September 2012. At 
first I was a bit wary because I had tried 
various groups to shift the weight before 
and none of them had worked. 

“At my heaviest I was really depressed 
and I hated myself but my leader Bev¬ 
erley Longsden, was absolutely brilliant 
and she really boosted my confidence.” 

Miss Mason, who works as a cook at 
Burntwood Leisure Centre, used to live 
on takeaways of fish and chips and Chi¬ 
nese and convenience food such as frozen 
pizzas. But now she has turned her life 
around and enjoys eating fruit and vege¬ 
tables, wholemeal bread and brown rice 
and pasta. She also exercises by going for 
a walk every day. 

Miss Mason of March End Road in 
Wednesfield wants to lose a further half 
a stone before reaching her target weight.

IT seems rather sad that in the 
same month that we have cele¬ 
brated all that is best about the 
Black Country, we also mourn 
the passing of one of the area’s 
best loved sons.

Black Country legend. One of 
the funniest men this area has 
ever known, he could turn the 
must humdrum of situations into 
one of his side-splitting mono¬ 
logues. 

And while the likes of Bernard 
Manning went out of their way 
to shock audiences with their 
vulgarity, ‘aer Turn’ managed to 
make people laugh without ever 
uttering so much as a swear¬ 
word. 

Despite the plethora of Liver¬ 
pudlian, Mancunian and cock¬ 
ney comedians on our screens, 
television producers reckoned 
his humour would not travel out¬ 
side of the Black Country, and 
this tells us all we need to know 
about the prejudices which out¬ 
siders continue to hold against 
this area. 

That Tommy Mundon never 
managed to make it onto a na¬ 
tional stage was a great injustice 
to a great man. But an even big¬ 
ger injustice to those who were 
denied the opportunity to see 
him at work.

And while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject, here are a few words from 
the great man: 

“I’ve just landed a new job 
working in a ladies’ sauna. I have 
to go in every now and again and 
top up the water while all the la¬ 
dies are in their naked, and then 
afterwards I have to give them a 
massage. 

“And would you believe it, 
£350 a week! Still, I think I can 
afford it.”

The old soldier 
who never forgot 



D-Day veteran was a man 
who did his duty. MARK 
ANDREWS looks back on 
the life of Len Whitehouse 


A D-Day veteran who helped 
lay the first aircraft landing 
strip in Normandy has died on 
his 94th birthday. 

Len Whitehouse, who lived in Bil- 
ston, died at Russells Hall Hospital 
following a short illness. 

He was a 23-year-old driver serving 
with the Royal Army Service Corps when 
he landed on Gold Beach in Normandy at 
8am on June 6, 1944. 

Daughter Sue Cadman, aged 63, said 
her father drove a truck off his landing 
craft directly onto the beach as the inva¬ 
sion began. 

“He always said he never even got his 
wheels wet,” she said. 

Mrs Cadman, who lives in South View 
Road, Sedgley, said her father had never 
talked about the war until he was taken 
on a surprise trip back to Normandy for 
this 80th birthday in 2000. 

“We arranged a holiday where there 
was an option to go back to the beaches 
if he wanted to,” she said. 

“We were not sure whether he would, 
but he agreed and when he got there he 
opened up for the first time about it. 

“It was very emotional, and after that 
he was very different, he opened up a lot 
more about it. 

“He joined the Royal British Legion, 
and started going into schools telling the 
children about his experiences.” 

He returned to Normandy again for 
the 60th anniversary commemorations 
in 2004, and again in 2009 for the 65th 
anniversary. 

In a recent interview, Mr Whitehouse 
recalled the sight of the bodies around 
him as he landed on the beach, and how 
he gave thanks for having made it to the 
shore alive. “Looking out to the sea and 


seeing the armada of ships is something 
that will stay with me forever,” he said. 

“I don’t think you will see such a 
sight again. 

“There were quite a few dead lads 
lying about and those memories will 
stay with me forever.” 

Fellow D-Day veteran Arthur Jones, 
aged 88, of Pendeford, Wolverhampton, 
met Mr Whitehouse around 10 years 
ago after they started giving talks at the 
former Alexandra High School, Tipton. 

“He was a very nice man, we all en¬ 
joyed his company. He always seemed 


to be a very gentle man, a quiet man, he 
was always friendly and nice to know. 

“He has done his duty and he had a 
good innings.” 

JMr Whitehouse was born in Regent 
Street , Woodsetton, the youngest of 
five children. Prior to the war he had 
worked as a centre lathe turner at 
Beans Engineering in Tipton. 

He met future wife Cath while walk¬ 
ing along Owen Street, Tipton, with 
his friends, and romance blossomed 
at the the Jolly youth club which met 
at Bloomfield Methodist Church. They 


married in 1941, the year before he was 
called up for military service. 

Shortly before D-Day, he wrote to his 
wife, telling her that she may not hear 
from him for a while as he was unsure of 
what was about to happen. 

On June 5 his company headed for 
Normandy, and Mr Whitehouse recalled 
his first sight was a sergeant who had 
been killed on the beach. 

Mr Whitehouse came under fire as 
he drove across the beach and a shell 
pierced the fuel tank of his vehicle - two 
of his comrades were killed, but remark¬ 
ably, there was no explosion. 

After the war he returned to his trade 
as a centre lathe turner, joining Joseph 
Sankey, Bilston. He went on to work 
for Firth Cleveland engineering, Tip- 
ton, and Jack Nicholls on the Dormston 
Trading Estate , Upper Gornal, before 
retiring in 1992. 

“He never took time off work, even 
when he almost lost the top of a finger in 
a machine accident,” said his daughter. 

Mr and Mrs Whitehouse also served 
as stewards at Hurst Hill Labour Club, 
Coseley in the 60sf, living on the prem¬ 
ises, although he continued to work full 
time. 

The couple were married for 68 years 
before Cath’s death four years ago. 

As well as daughter Sue and son Les, 
now 71, he also leaves three grandchil¬ 
dren, two great-grandchildren and one 
great-great grandson Harry. 

Hilary Brown, extended school man¬ 
ager at Ace Academy, which replaced 
Alexander High, first met Mr White- 
house in 2003 when she launched a vet¬ 
eran’s club to foster relations between 
ex-servicemen and the youngsters. 

She recalled how the children were 
enthralled by his stories about the war. 

He was president of Tipton Royal 
British Legion, and became a famil¬ 
iar figure selling poppies at the town’s 
Asda store. He met then deputy prime 
minister John Prescott during a visit to 
Tipton’s Coneygre Community Centre 
in 2004.

GEORGE Osborne’s announce¬ 
ment that the £353 million ‘su¬ 
per’ hospital for the Black Coun¬ 
try can finally go ahead is a big 
one. 

The much-maligned Private 
Finance Initiative has been in for 
an overhaul. Now here comes 
the hospital courtesy of PF2 - a 
private finance scheme that’s a 
little less, well, private. 

The old system gave us 
schools, hospitals and more but 
came with a pretty hefty mort¬ 
gage in terms of long-term, reg¬ 
ular payments from the public 
purse. The new arrangement is 
meant to be smaller and simpler. 
But while it’s all been drawn up, 
the long wait for the super hos¬ 
pital in Smethwick went on. And 
on. And it’s not over. 

It’s still subject to a business 
case being approved and there 
won’t even be spades in the 
ground before 2016. What it 
does give the Chancellor, and 
the Tory party for that matter, is 
something to talk about in the 
run-up to the General Election. 

The announcement was made 
at Rowley Regis Hospital, which 
we are told is going to play a 
greater role once the new acute 
hospital a few miles away is up 
and running. It could have been 
made at Sandwell General or 
City Hospitals instead, I sup¬ 
pose. 

But then they’re in safe Labour 
seats whereas Rowley Regis is 
in a key marginal battleground 
that the Tories have to hold on 
to. I’m sure that’s not the reason 
for doing it there, though. 

Talking of George Osborne, 
here’s a little insight into what 
goes on in the run-up to getting 
an interview. 

These days, whenever any 
prominent politician from any 
party comes to town, the spin 
doctors like to gather reporters 
in a little room. At some point 
during the visit the politician is 
brought in to see the waiting me¬ 
dia who are allowed to ask one, 
or maybe two, questions each. 

Before they arrive, a spin doc¬ 
tor asks the reporters if they can 
‘maybe, agree on who is going 
to ask what so there’s no dou¬ 
bling up’. They then ask to know 
exactly what questions we are 
going to give the politician so 
they can go and prepare them. 

Part of me thinks it’s good that 
if you’re asking about a very lo¬ 
cal matter it’s helpful if the poli¬ 
tician knows the background to 
give an informed response. But 
the other part of me thinks it’s a 
damned liberty. 

Most Most high-ranking politi¬ 
cians, past and present,are fairly 
adept at dealing with the curve 
ball question. I’m sure Mr Os¬ 
borne would have coped. 

Michael Gove, long before his 
unceremonious dumping as Ed¬ 
ucation Secretary, had not been 
briefed for a question in Wol¬ 
verhampton about the alleged 
rift between the Tories and Lib 
Dems over free school meals. 
And yet he answered quickly, 
confidently and professionally. 
His spin doctors were furious.

Repercussions of war 
felt across the region 


RAILWAY stations across the 
nation were bustling with ac¬ 
tivity. 

Thousands of part-time soldiers de¬ 
parting for their annual camp jostled 
with day-trippers making the most of 
the Bank Holiday weekend. 

Life continued as normal in towns 
and villages around Staffordshire and 
the Black Country. On Saturday, Au¬ 
gust 1, 1914, throngs of people lined 
the streets in many towns to cheer the 
Territorials on their way, some units 
travelling by train while others were 
marching to camp. 

There was a particularly large turn¬ 
out in Wolverhampton where the men 
of the Royal Army Medical Corps were 
setting off on an 85-mile march to St 
Asaph in North Wales. 

The soldiers left their Drill Hall in 
Stafford Street just after 4pm. Also 
in the parade were Ambulance wag¬ 
ons, members of the Army Cyclist 
Corps and others. They rested in Tong 
in Shropshire, 10 miles away, that 
evening. Next night they had reached

Bletchley, near Market Drayton. But 
they would go no further. In the early 
hours, orders arrived to turn around 
and return to base. 

The following day, Tuesday, August 
4, at precisely 11pm, came the news 
that Britain was at war with Germany. 

Already in St Asaph were around 
920 men of the Walsall Territorials 
who had been given a hearty send- 
off on Sunday morning from the Drill 
Hall in Whittimere Street. 

Also in Wales were 1,000 men of the 
6th South Staffordshires, who had ar¬ 
rived that afternoon. Within 12 hours 
they were packing their kit bags and 
tents to return. The order had reached 
the camp at 2am. They arrived at Wol¬ 
verhampton High Level station at 
9.30am on Monday. 

The Worcestershire Regiments, 
whose strongest corps was the 7th Bat¬ 
talion which included 240 men from 


Dudley and 130 from Oldbury, were 
at camp in Minehead, Somerset when 
they were recalled. 

With war looking ever likely, the 
Government had held talks with the 
main railway companies and arrange¬ 
ments put in place for a takeover by 
the State in the case of emergency. 
Many trains due to have been used for 
Bank Holiday Monday excursions had 
been commandeered for troops. 

Call-up papers began to arrive at 
police stations across the region for 
officers who were Army and Naval re¬ 
servists. The Territorials, so recently 
recalled from camp, were at their Drill 
Halls on Tuesday for medical inspec¬ 
tions and exercises. 

Recruitment posters and newspa¬ 
per advertisements began to appear 
calling on men with specific trades to 
enlist and large crowds of young men 
besieged the recruiting office in Broad 
Street, Wolverhampton. 

Britain was at war and from 
Bridgnorth to Brownhills, Stafford to 
Smethwick, the repercussions were al¬ 
ready being felt.

Josefina realises dream 
to meet her fire rescuers

SHE was just minutes from 
death and has endured phys¬ 
ical and mental injuries that 
would destroy many others. 

But remarkable teenager Josefi¬ 
na Vilela’s story is one of triumph 
over tragedy. 

The 17-year-old from Walsall lost 
both her legs and her left hand, suf¬ 
fered 60 per cent burns and lost her fa¬ 
ther in the arson attack at her home in 
2011. Her stepmother Georgina Vilela 
is now serving a minimum 23 years for 
murder and arson. 

Blade runner hopeful Josefina, 
though, bears no malice to her step¬ 
mother and said she forgives her 

The youngster, who was 14 at the 
time, had to be rescued from the 
flames and last week thanked the fire¬ 
fighters who saved her during an emo¬ 
tional visit to Walsall Fire Station. 

She had always wanted to meet the 
firefighters who saved her but her re¬ 
covery - she spent 18 months in hospi¬ 
tal and has had to learn to walk again 
using prosthetic legs - had to take 
priority. 

Her sisters arranged a surprise visit 
to the station and her wish was real¬ 
ised when she came face to face with 
five of her rescuers. 

Hugged 

Overwhelmed by the emotion, she 
wept as she said: “I’ve been looking 
for you guys for so long. Thank you so 
much for saving my life. If it wasn’t 
for you, I wouldn’t have be here today. 
You’re my true heroes.” 

The crew presented her with a bou¬ 
quet of flowers and she hugged each 
one individually. Afterwards she said: 
“Coming here has meant the world to 
me. 

“For three years I’ve been wanting 
to meet them and finally I’ve met my 
heroes. They are an incredible group of 
people who do their jobs so well.” 

Josefina, who lives in Chuckery with 
sisters Maise, 24, and Carina, 16, said 
she had been able to overcome her cat¬ 
astrophic injuries with the support of 


her ‘amazing’ family and team of car¬ 
ers from Pulse Community Healthcare 
in Walsall who visit daily. Despite the 
gap in her education, she passed five 
GCSEs and starts at Walsall College in 
September to study sport. 

In just six years time she hopes to 
compete at the Paralympic Games in 
Tokyo. 

Her ambition was sparked after a 
trip with children from the burns unit 
at Birmingham Children’s Hospital to 
the London Games in 2012. 

As a pupil at Streetly Academy she 
competed at wheelchair basketball 
with the Wolverhampton Rhinos. As 
well as running, she also throws the 
javelin and swims. 

She said: “I hope to start competing 
soon. I’ve just been been tested for 
strength and the doctors have said I’m 
okay to do it. 


“I won’t be in time for Rio but 2020 
definitely.” Josefina also wants to de¬ 
velop her current role as a sports am¬ 
bassador for the Black Country. I want 
to inspire children and show them 
there is light at the end of the tunnel 
despite their disabilities.” 

Firefighter Rob Hamer, who was 
one of the team who brought her out of 
the house in Pleck Road on that foggy 
March night, said: “It was one of the 
worst house fires I’ve been to. 

“Josefina was wrapped in a duvet 
when we found her, you couldn’t tell 
how bad her burns were at the time. 
Our main priority was to get her 
breathing again. She’s made a fantas¬ 
tic recovery.” 

Firefighter Carl Warburton added: 
“We never get people coming back to 
thank us so this has been a bit over¬ 
whelming for us too.”

Luke Ireland - jailed for four years and nine months 

THIS is the face of the armed robber who carried out a 
terrifying raid on two women as they walked down a street.

The court heard Ireland, a father-of-one, from King 
George Crescent, Rushall, had taken drugs before commit¬ 
ting the offence. He admitted robbery, attempted robbery, 
possession of an imitation firearm and assault.

Dumped waste a ‘drain 
on council's resources’ 

THE cost of cleaning up rub¬ 
bish dumped across Walsall is 
a ‘drain on resources’, council 
chiefs have said. 

More than £345,000 was spent on 
tackling fly-tipping around the bor¬ 
ough during the last two years, figures 
have revealed. 

The cash-strapped council which is being 
forced to save £85 million over the next 
four years has been forced to spend the 
cash moving the waste. The likes of bags 
of rubbish and commercial waste has been 
dumped on more than 5,000 occasions be¬ 
tween the 2012-13 and 2013/14 financial 
years. 

Environment chief councillor Chris Towe 
has condemned those responsible and 
vowed those who are found to be responsi¬ 
ble will be brought before the courts. “It is 
a drain on our resources” he said. 

“I can’t understand why people do this, 
they can take it to recycling tips at Aldridge 
and Bloxwich. We have also got a scheme 
where people can pay a nominal fee for 
picking bulky items up. We shall continue 
to make sure people who do this continue 
to feel the full force of the legal powers we 
have.” 

Action has been taken to crackdown on 
the issue of fly-tipping and has seen covert 
cameras used to try and catch people in the 
act. Most recently a factory worker who 
dumped bin bags overflowing with rubbish 
and building materials in a country lane 
was ordered to pay more than £1,400 after 
appearing at court. 

An off-duty police officer spotted Adrian 
Nencin tipping the controlled waste, which 
included ceramic tiles, plasterboard and 
plywood, out of his van in Skip Lane. The 
25-year-old Romanian national, of Mary 
Road in Handsworth, Birmingham, admit¬ 
ted depositing waste without an environ¬ 
mental permit.

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Work on JTF store to 
get under way soon 


WORK on a new £1.5 mil¬ 
lion giant warehouse which 
will create 60 jobs is poised 
to start next month, ahead 
of opening by the end of the 
year. 

The 44,000 sq ft JTF discount 
outlet is to take over empty units 
on the Bescot Retail Park in Wal¬ 
sall, and will be the first to open in 
the Black Country. 

The company has 12 other branches 
in the UK and sells goods including 
clothing, furniture and DIY items. 
Walsall Council has already approved 
plans to combine and convert four 
empty units, including JJB and Toy- 
master, which closed down years ago. 

JTF have now also asked the council 
for final permission to create a garden 
centre within the service yard as part 
of the scheme off Bescot Crescent, 
near to Walsall’s Banks’s Stadium. It 
is anticipated work on the new ware¬ 
house will start in August for comple¬ 
tion around winter. 

Matthew Gray, senior planner for 
the agents, said: “The overall appear¬ 
ance of the units has declined in the 
period in which they have been vacant. 
They are of poor visual quality and act 
as blight on the overall appearance of 
the retail park.” 

The company primarily sells larger 
items in multipacks at discounted 
rates. The branches usually stock 
everything from food and drink to 
toiletries, toys and electrical products 
and other stores in the Midlands are in 
Kidderminster and Tamworth.

Make a note to tune 
in to Alan's new series 


O h look, it’s just what we 
were all crying out for - 
another new TV talent 

show. 

But before you get start getting 
too cynical, this new singing 
contest does have a twist, and 
we’re not talking about chairs that 
spin round. 

Thanks to a real-time interactive 
app, the viewing public won’t have 
to listen to the opinions of a panel 
of expert judges before they are 
allowed to start voting, but will be 
able to take complete control of 
the show themselves. 

Perhaps we should let presenter 
Alan Carr explain it. The Chatty 
Man says: “When they said it was 
a singing show, I thought ‘No, no, 
no!’ But when I saw this app, I 
thought it felt really different. 

“While the singers are 
performing their song on the show, 
they’re standing on a conveyer belt 
called The Track. If you like them, 
you press ‘hit’, if you don’t you 
press ‘miss’. The more hits they 
get, they move towards the gold 


zone, where they could win up to 
£10,000. Or, if it’s all ‘Misses’, you 
could disappear backwards 
through the flaps to a life of 
misery.” 

He adds: “But people can’t vote 
unless they’ve downloaded the 
app. Well, they can shout at the 
telly, but it’s not going to make a 
blind bit of difference.” 

And according to Carr, that’s not 
the only thing that makes The 
Singer Take It All stand out. For a 
start, unlike certain other TV talent 
contests we can name, it definitely 
won’t be taking itself too seriously, 
or promising to turn anyone into 
an international superstar. 

The comedian says: “We’re not 
saying Ten million records.’ It’s got 
the same feel to it as when you do 
karaoke down the pub - there’s no 
pressure, just come and have a 
go. 

‘And there’s all of that rubbish on 
the talent shows of ‘I don’t like 
you...[pause]... I LOVE you!’, 
‘You’re a dark horse, This 
competition just got exciting.’ Here 


there isn’t any of that, it’s stripped 
bare. Nobody’s cat has just died.” 

What The Singer Takes It All 
does have though is a celebrity 
guest who will give a bit of 
guidance and feedback - and Carr 
has some practical advice of his 
own for the would-be warblers. 

“I’ve been on the conveyor belt, 
and it’s very off-putting. When it 
jolts when you hit a bum note and 
the audience decides that you’re 
rubbish, and it starts to move, it’s 
really tricky. I would wear flat 
shoes, that would be my hint.” 

However, he admits he’s in less 
of a position to give pointers on 
vocal technique. 

“I can either do really low, like 
Barry White, or high like the Bee 
Gees or Kate Bush. There’s no 
happy medium with my voice, I’m 
afraid. Actually, I wanted to sing a 
song at the end of the show like 
Cilia Black did on Surprise, 
Surprise. Strangely, they said no.” 

At least the contestants are 
guaranteed to be heard, even if 
they don’t stick around for long.

Octavia’s 

winning 

formula

Every once in a while, it’s nice to give the sys¬ 
tem one right on the nose. It doesn’t happen 
often, but when it does it’s a sweet feeling. 

Imagine getting that feeling every single time you 
drive your car. That’s pretty much the deal with the 
Skoda Octavia GreenLine. If fuel prices make you feel 
as if you’re being mugged, here’s one of the most 
satisfying legal ways to hit back. 

The best thing about this third generation Octavia is that 
in order to realise these minuscule fuel bills, the car asks 
very little of you in return. 

It’s big, it’s got an engine that doesn’t need help driving 
the car out of a wet paper bag and it’s also even reasonably 
well equipped. 

The Octavia GreenLine is powered by a diesel engine that 
manages a respectable HOPS, which is actually 5PS more 
than the otherwise similar 1.6 TDI units found in the rest of 
the Octavia range. This means it’ll get to 62mph in a fraction 
over 10 seconds and top out at 128mph. 

This 1.6-litre diesel engine comes from a tried and tested 
VW Group family renowned for being smooth, flexible and 
relaxing to drive. With 250Nm of torque on tap, it’s not go¬ 
ing to labour, even if you’re five-up. 

If you’re not familiar with this third generation Octavia, 
then the first thing you’ll notice is the fact that it’s grown, and 
by quite some amount. The latest model is 90mm longer 
and 45mm wider than the second-generation Octavia. 

At the same time, the wheelbase has grown by 108mm, 
mainly benefiting the interior and space on the rear seats. 
This means the Octavia is now almost as long as a Ford 
Mondeo and there’s genuinely impressive rear seat space. 

The boot has increased in space to 590-litres, distancing 
this MK3 model from its predecessor, a car that competed 
with typical family hatchbacks like Ford Focus, a model of¬ 
fering just 320 litres under the rear hatch. Now you see how 
far this current Octavia has stepped up in size. 

Estate 

Need even more space? Then you can choose an estate 
variant with a 610-litre cargo area. Despite the notchback 
design, the standard version of this model remains a five- 
door car with a massive tailgate. 

There’s a really crisp, architectural neatness to the exteri¬ 
or design and detailing, with plenty of shape in the flanks, an 
elegant sweep to the roofline and a refreshing simplicity to 
the front end. The interior is similarly simple and elegant as 
a result. Materials quality has improved and there’s stacks 
of clever storage ideas. 

Skoda asks just over £20,000 for the Octavia GreenLine 
hatch, which means that you’re looking at just under £2,000 
more than you’d pay for an entry-level 1.6 TDI Octavia in 
base S trim. 

Given that you get an additional 14 miles from a gallon of 
fuel in the GreenLine, you’d have to drive 140,000 miles in it 
to reap back that additional cost in fuel savings alone. 

Still, that doesn’t take into account the fact that the Green¬ 
Line comes with quite a bit of additional equipment. 

It gets acoustic rear parking sensors, dual-zone climate 
control air conditioning with humidity sensor and control, 
and cornering front fog lights, none of which you’ll find on 
the S model. In fact it sits somewhere between the SE and 
the Elegance in Skoda’s trim walk up. 

Go for the estate version and you’re looking at an £800 
premium. Whichever bodystyle you select, the cabin is quite 
low key with black fabric seating, and very little in the way 
of colour. Safety equipment includes ESP stability control, 
hill hold control, parking sensors, rest assist, twin front, side 
and curtain airbags, a driver’s knee airbag and a tyre pres¬ 
sure monitoring system. 

There aren’t too many cars in this size class that can ap¬ 
proach the Octavia GreenLine’s running costs. The head¬ 
line figure is that 88.3mpg combined fuel economy figure. 
On a longer run, it’ll better 94mpg and a few hypermiling 
techniques might well see the car top 10Ompg. 
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Venga just 
one of Kia’s 
models to 
up its game

Kia’s good-looking and roomy supermini 
MPV isn’t quite there yet in terms of cabin 
quality but it isn’t far off. Aspects of the in¬ 
terior feel really classy and the folding rear 
seats work well. 

The 1.4-litre CRDi diesel isn’t the Venga’s best 
unit but it delivers 63mpg economy with the aid of a 
standard stop/start system. 

As car buyers we like our preconceptions. Without them 
how could we possibly make sense of the monumental 
range of choice we’re faced with? 

There are just too many cars out there and it’s really useful 
if we can dismiss some of them out of hand based on what 
we think we know about the companies that make them. 
Now get ready for the bad news, if you don’t occasionally re¬ 
vise these prejudices towards certain makes or models, you 
might end up missing out in a big way. For example and like 
it or not, anybody looking for a small family car with a diesel 
engine should at least consider the Kia Venga 1.4 CRDi. 

If you’re thinking that Kia makes basic, cheap cars that fall 
below the quality standards set but the big name brands, 
you’ve just proven the point about revising those precon¬ 
ceptions from time to time. Much to the consternation of 
Ford, Vauxhall, Volkswagen, Renault and the other compa¬ 
nies that UK car buyers gravitate towards by default, Kia has 
been on the up. 

We’ve seen a concerted effort by the Korean firm to up its 
game and compete on an equal footing with the big players. 

The Venga is a supermini MPV and prime evidence of the 
progress that has been made. It’s built in Europe to Europe¬ 
an quality standards and designed to European tastes for 
sale on the European market. As Europeans and with Kia 
having gone to all this trouble, we really should give it a 
chance. 

It’s the diesel Venga we’re concerned with here, a model 
that will be crucial to the car’s success in its intended Euro¬ 
pean heartland. The engine is a 1.4-litre CRDi common-rail 
injection unit with 89bhp at 4,000rpm and 163Nm of torque 
between 1,750 and 2,750rpm. 

Acceleration from 0-62mph takes 14seconds which is far 
from lively but the engine gives up its power in a smooth 
manner with good flexibility. It’s not the most refined unit, 
filling the cabin with booming sound when pushed hard and 
coming over a little coarse on part throttle. 

The actual handling of the Venga is worthy of praise with 
the well-weighted steering provoking crisp responses. 

Roundabouts 

Don’t expect anything too dynamic because this is a taller 
vehicle than a conventional supermini and its height is felt 
in corners through a bit of body roll. The chunky steering 
wheel feels good in the hands and the upright driving posi¬ 
tion affords good visibility, although the A-pillars do obstruct 
your view on roundabouts. The ride is comfortable, the sus¬ 
pension taking bumps in its stride, and the Venga generally 
feels very at home in the urban streets where most owners 
will use it. 

The cabin is what it’s all about here and the Venga is cer¬ 
tainly roomy with plenty of legroom and a boot of 440-litres. 
Kia has put particular thought into how owners will accom¬ 
modate their luggage and the boot area can be extended to 
570 litres by sliding the rear seat forward or through the two- 
tier boot floor, even before you get involved in folding the 
rear seats down. When you are forced to employ Kia’s Fold 
& Dive seating system, which operates with a reassuring so¬ 
lidity, the 60:40 split rear seats drop to create a flat load floor 
with a 1,552mm load length and a 1,253 litre capacity. 

Kia’s quest to enhance the quality of its products has 
been a successful one and the parts of the Venga that you 
look at and touch most regularly appear to be a match for 
the sector’s finest. 

The design is uncomplicated and there are nice details 
like the tactile metallic bezels on the main dials and the crisp 
illumination of the instruments. 

Before it began clambering up market, Kia was known 
for low prices and lots of equipment. You still get a fair bit of 
kit for your money in the Venga but the prices reflect Kia’s 
desire for parity with mainstream rivals. The trim levels are 
handily dubbed 1, 2 and 3. The entry-level one featuring 
basics like electric windows, a CD stereo, the Fold & Dive 
seating system and a centre armrest. The car comes in a 
single five-door bodystyle with six-speed gearboxes for the 
diesel models featured here. 

The diesel Vengas come with the EcoDynamics badge 
on their tailgates which refers to the presence of Kia’s Eco¬ 
Dynamics fuel saving technology. The highlight of this is the 
ISG stop-start system which turns off the engine when the 
car is stationary and restarts it automatically when it’s time 
to move off. The Venga also has gear-shift indicator lights 
and low rolling resistance tyres on versions with 15” or 16” 
wheels. The 1.4 CRDi diesel returns close to 63mpg on the 
combined cycle with emissions of 117g/km. This doesn’t 
make it the cleanest car in the sector but it comes close.

which, thankfully, ruled 
out a fracture. It was one 
of those things. There was 
no contact from any other 
player.” 

Midfielder Sam Man- 
tom, last year’s player of 
the season, also missed 
out the match as he strug¬ 
gles to shake off a knee in¬ 
jury that has dogged him 
since the players returned 
a fortnight ago. 

Dean ready 
to tinker 
with tactics 

DEAN Smith says he plans 
tinker about tactically in a 
bid to give Walsall greater 
cutting edge this season. 

The Saddlers boss is plan¬ 
ning to trial several new 
formations in pre-season 
after admitting opposition 
teams had perhaps sussed 
out his side’s game-plan in 
the closing stages of the last 
campaign. 

On several occasions, 
particularly at home, the 
Saddlers found themselves 
struggling to break down 
teams who sat deep and 
the return of just 21 league 
goals at the Banks’s was a 
record low. 

Now the manager wants 
a Plan B - and maybe even 
a Plan C. Smith adopted dif¬ 
ferent formations in each 
half of the 1-1 draw with 
Taunton Town, adopting a 
4-4-2 with a diamond mid- 
field in the opening period 
before switching to three at 
the back after the break. He 
is keen to continue exper¬ 
imenting. “We are looking 
at a few things,” said Smith. 

Saints have 
eye on Vlaar 

NEW Southampton boss 
Ronald Koeman has admit¬ 
ted he wants Villa’s Ron 
Vlaar if Dejan Lovren joins 
Liverpool. 

Vlaar - whose current 
Villa contract has just a 
year left to run - has been 
linked with several clubs 
after impressing while on 
international duty with the 
Netherlands during the 
World Cup this summer. 

Now his fellow Dutch¬ 
man Koeman, who man¬ 
aged Vlaar during his time 
at Feyernoord has openly 
admitted that he would like 
to link-up with the defender 
again should Lovren’s 
£20m move to the Reds go 
through. 


Young guns are 'hungry for success’ 


JAMES BAXENDALE says “young and 
hungry” Walsall are ready to learn from the 
mistakes of last season. 

The 21-year-old insists there is no short¬ 
age of desire to put things right after a dis¬ 
appointing last third to the campaign ended 
any League One play-off aspirations. 

And, even though they are only a fort¬ 
night into pre-season training, Baxendale 
senses a sharp focus in the camp. 

“We have a lot of lads who have been here 
for the past few seasons,” he said. “We have 
learned from our mistakes and I think there 
is a real hunger in the squad to do that. 

“The feeling in the squad is we should 
be up there and challenging again this sea¬ 
son.” In looking to strengthen his squad, 
manager Dean Smith has again put the em¬ 
phasis on youth. 

Keeper Craig MacGillivray and strikers 
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Tom Bradshaw and Jordan Cook are all in 
their early 20s, while at 29 defender James 
O’Connor cannot yet be described as a vet¬ 
eran. 

They have joined a team which already 
had a young spine running through it from 
keeper Richard O’Donnell, 25, to defender 
Paul Downing and midfielder Sam Mantom, 
both 22. 

Theoretically, the team should only get 
better. 

“You would like to think so,” said Baxen¬ 
dale. “We do have age on our side when it 
comes to progressing. We have confidence 
that whatever team is put out there will be 
able to go and do the job. The future looks 
bright.” 


Baxendale admits the arrival of new play¬ 
ers and the competition for places it brings 
has everyone on their toes. 

And he believes the fact Smith was able to 
do business relatively early in the summer 
has helped with pre-season preparations. 

“The lads have come in and everyone is 
looking really sharp,” he said. “The stand¬ 
ard in training so far has been really high. 
The new lads are giving us more - some¬ 
thing different to last year. 

“When new players come in it makes 
everyone step on their game - it pushes the 
rest of us through. The sharpness has been 
really striking so far, everything is focused 
on being ready for that first game of the 
season.” 

Meanwhile, boss Smith saysWalsall have 
had no enquiries from Huddersfield Town 
forMantom and insisted the midfielder is 


not for sale. The Saddlers boss claimed it 
would take an “awful lot of money” for any 
club to prise the club’s current player of the 
season away. 

Reports in Yorkshire had linked Hud¬ 
dersfield boss Mark Robins with a possible 
move for the 22-year-old and there were 
even suggestions contact had been made 
between the two clubs. 

But Smith was more than happy to clarify 
matters when probed on the situation, after 
watching his side draw 1-1 in a pre-season 
friendly with Taunton Town. 

“We have had zero contact for Sam Man¬ 
tom and in all honesty he is not for sale,” 
said Smith. “He is our player and a massive, 
integral part of our team. 

“It will take an awful lot of money for an¬ 
ybody to come in for him. We have had no 
contact from Huddersfield at all.” 


New look but familiar 
problems for Saddlers

FANS who arrived to see the new-look Sad¬ 
dlers at Taunton Town may have later left 
wondering if anything had changed. 

The 1-1 draw in Somerset bore some all-too fa¬ 
miliar hallmarks from the dark, closing days of last 
season. 


Dean Smith’s men concedt 
Holden headed past his own 
keeper and then contrived 
to miss a host of chances 
before Kieron Morris’ late, 
bullet of a strike rescued a 
draw. 

Results are secondary in 
pre-season but, even so, a 
defeat to a team from the 
eighth tier is always some¬ 
thing best kept off the re¬ 
cord. 

Morris’ goal seven min¬ 
utes from time came as a 
relief as the hosts looked to 
have held out. 

But Smith didn’t agree 
with the comparisons to last 
season when the suggestion 
was put to him.

And it is quite possible the 
formations used, 4-4-2 with 
a midfield diamond in the 
first and 3-4-1-2 in the sec¬ 
ond, will both be discarded 
well before then. 

The switches in shape 
were nevertheless interest- 


I a freakish goal when Dean 
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ing, possibly an admission 
from Smith that his team 
had become perhaps a little 
too easy to work out. 

But while there is plenty 
of mitigation, the sheer 
number of missed chances 
was cause for frustration. 

Best really to miss them 
when it doesn’t matter - 
though maybe not if you are 
Javier Lopez Iglesias. 

When on trial and fight¬ 
ing for a contract, you re¬ 
ally have to hit the target 
with headers from six yards 
out, something the 25-year- 
old Spaniard failed to do 
midway through the first 
half when meeting James 
O’Connor’s cross. 

That was the visitors’ 
best chance of the opening 
period, as they peppered Joe 
Perry in the Taunton goal 
with shots from distance. 

The hosts showed some 
occasional threat in the final 
third too and four minutes 
before the break the un¬ 
lucky Holden showed Igle¬ 
sias how it should be done, 
when he directed Nat Pep- 
perell’s cross over the head 
of Craig MacGillivray and 
into the top corner of his 
own net. 

Taunton appeared to 
have weathered the storm 
when Morris picked up the 
ball 25 yards out and pro¬ 
ceeded to rifle a low drive 
past Perry.

Bradshaw ready to fight for promotion 


TOM BRADSHAW couldn’t have made it 
any clearer. 

“I didn’t come here to be in another rel¬ 
egation battle,” he said. “I came here to be 
in a promotion fight.” 

They are confident words from a 21-year- 
old striker who believes wholeheartedly the 
decision he made this summer was the right 
one. 

After more than five years at Shrews¬ 
bury Town, Bradshaw opted for a move to 
Walsall despite the best efforts of his home¬ 
town club to keep him at the Greenhous 
Meadow. 

It was a choice he believes was in the best 
interests of his career. 

“I had a long time to make my mind up,” 
he explained. “I spoke to a few people, some 
family and friends and the former gaffer at 


Shrewsbury Mike Jackson. 

“I just felt it was better for my career to 
come to Walsall. Dean (Smith) told me how 
he believes we can play and what we can do 
this season. It is great to be on board with 
that and is what swayed my decision. 

“It was a tough decision but I felt the time 
was right for me. I had been at Shrewsbury 
since I was 16, I was there for five seasons 
which is a long time for anyone to stay at 
a club. 

“Once I had spoken to Dean, my mind 
was made up.” 

Last season wasn’t the best for Shrews¬ 
bury or Bradshaw, the latter spending three 
months on the sidelines with a knee injury 
while the former fought - ultimately in vain 
- against relegation. 

Yet despite his young age, in a football 


sense he had already been around the 
block, experiencing the joy of promotion 
from League Two and the agony of a play¬ 
off exit with the Shrews before last year’s 
demotion. 

It is those experiences which have 
convinced him the Saddlers are on course 
for a strong campaign. 

“In my short career so far I have been 
in the play-offs, won automatic promotion, 
suffered relegation and another where we 
narrowly stopped up - I have been through 
it all,” he said. 

“From the atmosphere since I have been 
here I feel we can push on. Why not aim to 
go up into the Championship? 

“From what I can see we have a good 
enough team. There will be pressure, of 
course, but I think we will embrace it. 


“Football doesn’t finish when you come 
off the pitch. If you are in a relegation battle 
you go home and are miserable because you 
are constantly fighting against the tide. 

“This season I think will be different, I 
think we will be going in the right direc¬ 
tion.” 

Bradshaw, who signed a two-year deal 
last month, is still getting to know his team¬ 
mates during pre-season training camp in 
Exeter. 

When asked about his first fortnight at 
the Banks’s, his eyes light up. 

“It’s been great,” he said. “I feel I have 
settled in really quickly. It’s a great style 
of play here.” 

There will be extra focus on the Saddlers’ 
front line this pre-season after their own 
troubles in front of goal last term.
